Ment house. 

“A payment on the option to pur- 


chase in the amount of $2500 is due 
and payable in April of each year. 
So far, these payments have been 
regularly made, and at such times 
250 shares of Central States stock 
is turned over to Mr. Stifel per- 
sonally.” 

Thus for $2500 a year Stifel ac- 
quired control of Central States. 
The company has outstanding 80,-

ITALY CLAIMS VICTORY IN SEA FIGHT 
GREEKS WIN 4-DAY BATTLE IN SOUTH 


FASCISTS FLEEING 


UP THE ALBANIAN 
GUAST; DISPATCH 
10 ATHENS SAYS 


‘Regiment of Death,’ Called 
Choicest of Italian Army, 
Reported Beaten After 
Stubborn Stand — Many 


Prisoners Taken. 


ATHENS, Nov. 28 (AP).—Greek 
reports from the front indicated 
tonight that the Italians were in 
full flight up the Albanian coast 
after a stubborn four-day stand in 
the southwestern sector by a Fascist 
“regiment of death.” 

These picked troops had taken 
an oath to die rather than retreat, 
Greek advices said. However, they 
asserted, the Greek victory in this 
sector appears to have been great- 


er than was at first believed, and 
now the Italians along the coast 
all are reported in retreat. The re- 
ports madé no mention of Argyro- 
castro, Italian base in South Al- 
bania toward which the Greeks 
were driving. se tees 

The Gréek counter-invasion of 
Albania was reported unofficially 
to be progressing in all sectors. 


Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 


The dispatch on the southern 
success said: “Our troops have dis- 
persed an Italian regiment of death 
which until yesterday presented 
most serious resistance. It was the 
choicest regiment of the Italian 
army... . But eventually the im- 
petus of our men prevailed. 

“A considerable number of pris- 
Ooners was taken. Greek troops, 
mopping up the terrain, are push- 
ing their positions forward. 

“As a result of yesterday’s suc- 
cess, our troops have succeeded in 
compelling the enemy to a general, 
quick withdrawal after fighting 
four days and nights without rest, 
sometimes launching stormy at- 
tacks at bayonet point, sometimes 
maneuvering through high moun- 
tains and encircling the enemy de- 
tachments and sometimes launching 
surprise night attacks. Our men 
did not leave the enemy a single 
moment to reorganize. 


Battalion Reported Captured. 


“After an attack yesterday about 
dawn our troops forced an entire 
battalion of Italians in Albania to 
surrender and by afternoon the 
enemy’s resistance had _ collapsed. 
All day long our batteries fired a 
storm of shells at the enemy col- 
umns which had managed to avoid 
encirclement and were retreating 
in disorder.” 

Reports from the southern sec- 
tor also told of-a victory by the 
Royal Air Force. One account said 
“parallel to Greek land victory, an- 
other brilliant success was scored 
this morning by British aviation.” 

“Greek-British fighters, in an 
air battle, shot down within half an 
hour seven and probably eight Ital- 
ian bombers. Only one British 
plane was lost, but it is believed 
the pilot was saved.” 

400 Men Reported Taken by 15. 

In other sectors, the Greek dis- 
patches reported: 

Central—Four, hundred Italians 
captured in one village by 15 Greek 
soldiers after the Greek line had 
carried beyond the place. In dark- 
ness the Greek detachment sur- 
rounded a house where most of the 
Italians were barricaded with ma- 
chine-guns. The Greek leader fired 
through a window and killed an 
Italian second lieutenant. “This

Two Other Vessels Said to 
‘Have Been Hit by Planes 
as They ‘Sped Away’— 
Fascists Admit Destroyer 
Was Crippled. 


ROME, Nov. 28 (AP).—Two Brit- 
ish cruisers in a large naval force 
were damaged by shells of Ital- 
ian warships in a naval battle south 
of Sardinia in the Mediterranean, 
yesterday, the Italian high com- 
mand reported today: 

The high command said the Ital- 
ian destroyer Lanciere, 1620-ton 
vessel, was seriously damaged. 


It reported that Italian air bombs 
later hit an aircraft carrier, a bat- 
tleship and a cruiser, starting a 
fire on the battleship as the Brit- 
ish fleet steamed rapidly away to- 
ward the southeast. 

(A British Admiralty com- 
munique yesterday said the British 
encountered two Italian battleships, 
accompanied by a “large force” of 
cruisers and destroyers, and en- 
gaged them at extreme range as 
the Italian vessels “retired at high 
speed.” It added no information 
was available immediately on the 
outcome of the brush.) 


Italian Account of Fight. 
“ In deStribing the naval battle, the 
high command said: 

“Yesterday afternoon naval forma- 
tions of ours cruising south of Sar- 
dinia came in contact with an Eng- 
lish squadron coming from the 
west, composed of several battle- 
ships, an aircraft carrier and 
numerous cruisers. 

“Engaged in combat, our ships 
hit and damaged for certain a 
cruiser of’ the Kent type and a 
cruiser of the Birmingham type. 

“An enemy projectile hit our 
cruiser Fiume, but failed to ex- 
plode. Our destroyer Lanciere, on 
the other hand, was seriously hit 
and has been towed to base.” 

After the firing had ceased and 
with the British “speeding away 
toward the southeast,” the com- 
munique said, Italian bombers es- 
corted by fighters overtook the 
warship about 120 miles from Sar- 
dinia and hit three of them with 
heavy bombs. 

Carrier’s Planes Fight Fascists. 

“The aircraft carrier, a battleship 
and a cruiser were hit with heavy 
caliber bombs,” the communique 
said. “Later air exploration flights 
verified that the battleship had 
stopped with a fire aboard.” 

“In a sharp airfight between our 
fighter planes and t..ose which 
took off from the aircraft carrier, 
five enemy planes were shot down,” 
the communique said, adding “one 
of our CR42 (fighter) planes and a 
scouting plane failed to return to 
their bases.” Italian anti-aircraft 
guns also shot down two British 
planes, the high command reported. 

The communique said the Italian 
submarine Galileo Ferraris 
“launched three torpedoes against 
three steamers in a strongly escort- 
ed enemy convoy in the Red Sea on 
the morning of Nov. 26. All three 
steamers were squarely hit and 
sunk.” 

Il Giornale d'Italia declared to- 
day that the British were sending 
convoys to Turkey to prepare that 
country for developments in Italy’s 
war with Greece.

LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP).—Several 
formations of German fighters and 
bombers were reported scattered 
by Britain’s Spitfire defenders and 
anti-aircraft guns in air fighting 
today. 

Tonight the German raiders were 
back striking at London. The anti- 


aircraft barrage began pounding 
almost as soon as the alarm sig- 
naled the opening of the night raid. 

Five German bombers and six 
British fighters were downed in to- 
day’s air battles over England, the 
Air Ministry announced. 

A British communique issued late 
today said: “No one has been killed 
or seriously injured in daylight 
raids today. Enemy fighters and 
fighter-bombers have flown at great 
height over Kent and the Thames 
estuary on several occasions during 
the day, but very few bombs were 
dropped. In one town in Kent sev- 
eral houses were damaged.” 

Last night had brought renewed 
bombing of London, the 207th raid 
on a Southwest English town which 
London censorship left unidentified 
(but which informed German 
sources identified as the port of 
Plymouth), and attacks on scat- 
tered points reaching as far as 
Southeast Scotland. 

German long-range guns rocked 
the Dover coast area today, their 
fire directed by a “spotter” plane 
which British anti-aircraft gunners 
tried to strike down. Shells fell 
at frequent intervals for more than 
an hour and a half and the fire 
was returned by British artillery.

Iron Guardists Roam Coun- 
try Hunting Down Polit- 
ical Enemies—Jews Driv- 
en From Shops and Syn- 
agogues. 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, Nov. 28 
(AP).—German troops were sent 
to this capital today from Pitesci, 
65 miles away, to help protect the 
city as the Iron Guard purge of 
former members of King Carol's 
regime continued, 

Dictator Gen. Ion Antonescu con- 
ferred with commanders of several 
Rumanian army corps, asking for 
their help to restore order. 

The latest known victim of the 
Iron Guard purge was Nicholas 
Jorga, former Premier and friend 
of Carol. Jorga was seized in his 
home and later his bullet-pierced 
body was found in a wood. 

A thousand Iron Guardists poured 
into Bucharest from ‘the provinces 
during the day by train, truck and 
automobile. 

All public buildings were placed 
under guard, All German soldiers 
in or near Bucharest were ordered 
to stand by for immediate action. 
Late in the day the German troops 
from Pitesci began to come into 
the capital.

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Leland Stowe Talks With 
Leader of Attack, During 


Which Many Italian Of- 
ficers Were Killed Trying 
to Make Men Fight.

THE CENTRAL ALBANIAN 
FRONT, Nov. 26 (Delayed).—The 
Greek drive for Argyrocastro is now 
reaching its crescendo. All night 
and all day, fighting in several bor- 
der villages, in hand-to-hand com- 


bat, the Greek troops, despite bit- 
ter Italian resistance, are still 


pressing forward. 

We spent the day riding back 
and forth near the fighting zones 
with a Greek general and major. 
Artillery boomed and machine 
guns crackled almost incessantly 
ahead of us at various places, but 
the punishment the Italian infan- 


try was taking was indicated even 
more clearly by the Fascist planes 
which came over, usually in threes, 
to bomb the rear. 

Sometimes we could see the 
bombers; sometimes we heard them 
plainly, although they were 
screened by masses of white clouds 
above the valley and mountains. 
Sometimes we saw Greek or Brit- 
ish fighters speeding up to pro- 
tect the attacking Hellenic troops. 
But always, the Italians flew at 
about 10,000 feet, their bombs fell 
miles behind us, or too far across 
the valley to be checked on from 
such heights, and most of the 
bombs were wasted. 

Greeks Storm, Take Hill. 

Meanwhile, the Greek infantry 
up ahead was dealing unmercifully 
with the Modena Division, freshly 
arrived from Rome. This division’s 
Forty-second Regiment was badly 
cut up in the Greek’s night assault 
before daybreak. We talked with 
the Captain who led his men in the 
charge which swept the Italians 
from the hill. His uniform was 
burned in several places from a 
hand-grenade explosion, but he was 
not injured. 

“The Italians had a very strong 
position on the hill for three days,” 
the Captain said. “If they had had 
real morale they could have held 
it. Our artillery barrage was laid 
down in the middle of the night. 
Then we charged in the darkness 
with bayonets and grenades. It was 
the hottest hand-to-hand fighting I 
have yet seen on this front. The 
Fascists broke under it; many of 
their officers were killed trying to 
make their men fight. That’s how 
we captured the hill and other po- 
sitions. And our advance is still 
going forward.” 

Here the whole Greek effort is 
to maintain unrelaxed pressure of 
the severest kind on the retreating 
enemy which is being pushed stead- 
ily backward in Albania. 

Munitions Strewn Along Roads. 

We traveled for nine hours along 
valley roads over the lower moun- 
tain ranges from which the Ital- 
ians have been driven in the last 
three days (prior to Tuesday). 
Strewn along the roadsides, piled 
high in village squares and houses, 
we found hundreds on hundreds of 
boxes of munitions and shells for 
heavy guns. Even though the 
Greeks already have cleaned up 
many truckloads of booty, the 
quantity of war materials still scat- 
tered about is extraordinarily 
great. 

All day long we encountered 
huge Italian trucks, countless mo- 
torcycles driven by Greek soldiers, 
scores of privates hurrying up and 
down on Italian bicycles of which 
1300 were seized in this sector. At 
the point of the Fascists’ farthest 
advanee in Greek territory, seven 
tanks lay disabled on the valley 
bottom, in front of Kalpaki Hill. 
Miles farther on, we came on an 
entire Italian battery of eight 
155s, aligned in splendid position 
on the hilltop, but deserted with- 
out defense in the retreat. 

Problem of Moving Booty. 

The chief of an infantry division 
informed us that the wooded 
heights just to the north were full 
of munitions and rifles and added: 

“Our only problem is how to col- 
lect and move them. It will be 
days before we can get most of the 
stuff out onto the roads.” 

Even so, scores of Italian trucks 
were busy transporting war mate- 
rials for the Greeks. Donkeys also 
trudged along, loaded down with 
rifles or boxes of Italian cartridges, 
Several times we saw such donkeys 
towed by Greek soldiers on Italian 
bicycles. 

Fascist bombers in threes kept 

humming over, far up among the 
clouds on one side or the other. 
They never came near enough to be 
uncomfortable. Sometimes they 
went back toward Albania very 
fast. We learned why they raided 
at extreme heights when we met 
the captain of an anti-air com- 
pany. His battery shot down three 
out of five Fascist bombers a few 
days ago. 
The General told us that the av- 
erage of Italian planes hit among 
those which come within range of 
the Greek anti-air guns hag been 
about 60 per cent. 

Italian Artillery Fire Poor. 
On the other hand, the Greeks 
have little respect for the marks- 
manship of the Italian artillery. 
The officers say that the Fascists’ 
fire has been uniformly mediocre. 
Since they have the highest praise 
for the quality of the Italian guns,

In this front sector, as in Salon- 
ika and Petras, Italian aviation 
has failed with astonishing per- 
sistency, to strike military objec- 
tives with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions. Some of the Fascist 
bombing tactics cannot be described 
except to say that they seem in- 
explicable. 

One Greek officer summed it up 
by saying that their pilots appar- 
ently had little experience and ap- 
peared to be anxious to dump their 
loads regardless of whether they 
hit anything. 

We talked today with officers ot 
the Greek division which stopped 
the Italian advance on Nov. 5 on 
the big mountains of the Southern 
sector. They told us how the in- 
vaders had been thrown back from 
that mountain which is a formid- 
able, gigantic shoulder of barren 
rock. The Italians took it three 
times, due to superiority pf num- 
bers, but every time the Greeks re- 
attacked and regained control of 
its crest. 

Tank Attack Broken Up. 


The Italians sent seven tanks 
down the valley road straight to- 
ward the fortified brow. The Greek 
artillery waited until they were 
completely exposed and then five 
batteries were turned loose, 
knocked out the tanks, and shat- 
tered large bodies of infantry, 
which had imprudently advanced 
into the valley. The officer gaid: 
“That was the Italians’ great mis- 
take. They never recovered.” 
Now, for miles all the way to 
Kakavi and into Albania nothing 
remains of the Italians’ big push 
except tractors, trucks, abandoned 
guns and vast quantities of muni- 
tions, strewn along the roads, and 
scattered among the scrub oaks on 
the hillsides. 
Driving back, we came to the 
ruins of a bridge which both the 
Italians and Greeks had dynamit- 
ed, On one of its pylons an Ital- 
ian slogan had been pasted.

LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP). — The 
House of Commons in a secret ses- 
sion today heard a review of the 
army’s organization by War Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden.

Declaring that Japan will with- 
draw its troops from China within 
a “stipulated time,” Wang voices 
the hope that Chiang will announce 
an armistice, “so the entire nation 
may devote itself to restoration of 
peace and pave the way to national 
stability.” 

Chiang is not expected to reply. 
The message, described as a “last 
exhortation,” is the prelude to a 
treaty-signing scheduled for Satur- 
day at Nanking when, according to 
informed sources, Japan formally 
will recognize the Chinese puppet 
govenment it sponsored in opposi- 
tion to Chiang’s and Wang in turn 
will undertake to give to Tokyo vir- 
tually complete and permanent con- 
trol of military and economic af- 
fairs. 

Some sources have predicted that 
the treaty will be followed by 
Wang’s signing up with the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokyo axis. 

Domei, Japanese news agency, re- 
ported that Wang, hitherto called 
“acting president of the national 
government of China,” had been 
made full president by the Central 
Political Council in view of the 
forthcoming treaty signature. 

Text Is Secret. 

Official text of the treaty is 
Suarded closely but a reliable 
source said it was so worded as to 
permit the interpretation in Japan’s 
favor of all important clauses, thus 
assuring Japan of an iron-fisted 
grip on China’s affairs. 
Outstanding features of the in- 
strument were said to be: 
1, A provision that Japanese 
troops remain in Japanese-occupied 
China “for two years after com- 
plete peace is restored everywhere 
in China.” 
2. A provision extending the so- 
called “anti-Communist” region, 
where Japanese troops are sta- 
tioned permanently, to include 
North China as well as Inner 
Mongolia. 
These two clauses, it was said, 
would give Japan a permanent mil- 
itary grip on all China north of 
the Yellow River and at the same 
time make unlikely withdrawals 
from other areas, since China for 
centuries past never has enjoyed 
“complete peace.” 

Economic Provisions. 
In the economic field the pro- 
posed treaty was represented as 
threatening by implication virtual 
exclusion of foreign interests and 
Japanese monopolistic control of 
most of China's resources. 
It was stated the instrument dealt 
with economic questions in general 
terms, but declared “Japan will 
have all facilities in all matters 
that affect her war economy.” 
A foreign interpretation of this 
was that Japanese-occupied China 
would become “a second Man- 
choukuo” with freedom to sell to 
other countries such products as 
Japan did not want and freedom 
to buy whaat Japan could not sell 
it. 
There was no mention of Jap- 
anese surrender of control of 
customs in the occupied part of 
China.

Government Spokesman 
Says Written Protest 
Probably Will Be Handec 
to Dutch Envoy. 


TOKYO, Nov. 28 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka “prob- 
ably will make strong written rep- 
resentations” to The Netherlands 
Minister in Tokyo on the basis of 
official reports which “have con- 
firmed a series of anti-Japanese 
incidents” in the Dutch East Indies, 
a Foreign Office spokesman said 
today. 

Details of the official reports 
were not disclosed, but it was indi- 
cated they parallel closely Jap- 
anese press accounts reporting al- 
leged incidents, including beatings 
of Japanese residents in the Indies 
and defilement of the Japanese 
flag. 

Observers pondered the possibil- 
ity that the outburst of official and 
press indignation might be the fore- 
runner of new and strénger Jap- 
anese demands for economic con- 
cessions in the Dutch islands.

Error in Release Date. 


The committee's “red paper” orig- 
inally was scheduled for publica- 
tion Sunday but, because of a mis- 
understanding, the Government 
Printing Office placed it on sale 
prematurely. Committee aids then 
decided to release it almost at once. 

Robert E. Striplin, committee 
clerk, and Representative Voorhis 
(Dem.), California, a committee 
member, said they attached rela- 
tively little importance to the “red 
paper” since it was intended as a 
compilation of exhibits intended to 
trace the history of the Communist 
party in the United States and its 
relationship to Moscow. 

Stripling said it was intended as 
a “textbook” primarily for prose- 
cuting officers who might want to 
use its contents as documentary ev- 
idence of the aims and purposes of 
the party. 

Begins With Marx. 

Embracing 231 exhibits in its 
with the Communistic manifesto by 
Kark Marx and Friedrich Engels, 
went on to dozens of statements 
of how the party should organize 
units in basic industries and wound 
up with statements criticising Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for his foreign pol- 
icy. 

The committee, reproducing a 
pamphlet, “What Is Communism?” 
quoted Earl Browder, party general 
secretary, as having said in 1936 
that capitalism could be ended only 
by “organized actions of the work- 
ing class” working with other sec- 
tions of the population. 

“The revolution does not simply 
happen; it must be made,” the quo- 
tation read. “This does not imply 
that the Communist party ‘makes’ 
the revolution. The Socialist revo- 
lution is carried out by the great 
masses of toilers. 

“The Communist party, as the 
vanguard of the most conscious 
toilers, acts as their organizer and 
guide.” 

“Khaki Coffins.”

Himself in Ice to Foil the Wolves 


Body of Alaskan, 84, Found—Unable to 


Light Fire, He Apparently Lay Down 
in Stream, Let Water Trickle Over Him.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Nov. 28 
(AP).—Out of the frozen Yukon 
today came the story of an aged 
Alaskan sourdough who, dying in 
the wilderness, is believed to have 
entombed his body in ice to save it 
from the wolves. 

Encased in ice, the body of 84- 
year-old Edwin A. Robertson was 
found by a searching party in a 
glacial stream where a little trickle 
of water still flowed over the ice. 

His rifle, the tracks of wolves 
and a tiny heap of sticks with 
which he had tried vainly to build 
a fire were found beside the stream. 

Robertson, a Maine man who had 
spent most of his life in the wilds 
of interior Alaska, lived in a lone- 
ly cabin on Seventy Mile River.

Bombs Strike Both Places but 
None Was Killed; Masonry

MONTEVIDEO, Nov. 28 (AP).—

Jimmy Wilson Gives 
Pal Job as Coach. 


NE of Jimmy Wilson’s first 
moves, after his appointment 
as manager of the Chicago 
Cubs, was his selection of Dick 
Spalding, a pal since their boy- 


as coach and first 
assistant. Spalding played brief- 
ly in the major leagues, as an 
outfielder for the Phillies in 1927 
and part of 1928, and was a coach 
under Wilson while Jimmy was 
managing the Phils. However, 
in recent years Spalding has 
been out of baseball, working as 
a watchman and later as pur- 
chasing agent for a Philadelphia 
bank. 

First reaction to the appoint- 
ment is that Jimmy passed up 
men with long major league ex- 
perience, to give a job to an old 
friend, who could be expected to 
know little about the players in 
the majors, their strength and 
weaknesses. But when you give 
it a little more thought you un- 
derstand why Jimmy picked 
Spalding. 

Wilson doesn’t need any tips 
about the players of the Na- 
tional League. Having been a 
catcher, manager and coach 
through his long career in the 
circuit, starting in 1923, Jimmy 
knows all the hitters and all the 
pitchers. Grimm, too, has kept 
in touch with baseball from his 
radio booth, since he was re- 
leased as manager of the Cubs. 
And so what Wilson wanted was 
a sympathetic companion and as- 
sistant. And so, Spalding, de- 
scribed by Wilson as one of the 
smartest baseball men he ever 
knew, will fill the bill, 


Firing All Coaches 
Would Shorten Games. 


HERE are many worth-while 
T persons employed as coaches 

in the major leagues and some 
of them serve a real purpose. But 
the suggestion has been made oc- 
casionally that baseball would be 
stream-lined if clubs would strug- 
gle along without coaches. There 
would be fewer arguments with 
umpires and the games there- 
fore would be shorter. Firing 
coaches also would tend to put 


players on their own, and thereby 
sharpen their wits, if any. 

We occasionally have wondered 
if coaches, employed in large 
numbers by some clubs, couldn't 
serve their employers better if 
they were assigned as instructors 
at minor league farms. The coach, 
the name would indicate, is sup- 
posed to instruct players. . How- 
ever, the time to instruct players 
is when they are in the minors. 
Major league managers, with rare 
exceptions, want players all 
ready for the big league duty. 


Minor league managers, on the 
other hand, have little time for 
instruction, and could ‘use assist- 
ants to advantage. Such helpers 
could instruct players in bunting, 
sliding, base running, coach out- 
fielders to throw to the right base, 
drill infielders on cut-off plays. 

Batters with faults in their 
stance or swing could be instruct- 
er, so a Joe Orengo wouldn't re- 
port with an uppercut in his 
swing and a Martin Marion 
wouldn't keep a hitch for several 
years,

Sothoron as a coach, largely be- 
cause he wanted the personable 
Sothoron as a companion. 


And so Wilson is making no 
mistake that we can see in tak- 
ing Dick Spalding out of a bank. 
Jimmy will have a companion 
who will listen to his troubles 
—and a big league manager has 
many of them. And a pal close 
at hand probably will mean more 
to Jimmy than another coach 
who could tell him what every 
batter in the league had hit each 
month of each season of his pro- 
fegsional career. And after all, 
there isn’t enough sentiment in 
baseball any more, anyhow.

Full of Sleepers. 


E said good night to the cen- 
W sor and went up past the home 

guard with the loaded shotgun 
through the gas locks and over the 
feet of sleeping men and women. 
We stopped and peeked into the 
great BBC concert hall. The seats 
were out of it and the whole floor 
and the whole stage were carpeted 
solid with human figures. It was 
almost dark in the hall and it took 
a minute to grasp the scene and 
understand it. Murrow said, “The 
people are in their first sleep and 
that’s why they are so quiet.” Later 
on in the night he said they would 
be more restless and there would 
be coughing and turning. 

It’s a strange feeling to be stand- 
ing in the doorway and looking into 
a concert hall in which people are 
not listening to a concert but sleep- 
ing on the floor en masse. My first 
surprise was at how tight they were 
packed. Later on I got used to 
this. In all but the swankiest and 
daintiest shelters in London people 
sleep packed tightly. Face against 
face. Buttocks against buttocks. 
Elbows overlapping. 

After a while when my eyes got 
used to it I could identify family 
groups — father, mother,’ child, 
curved into one another like piled 
saucers set on edge. As I remem- 
ber, everyone in the concert hall 
shelter was prostrate. More typical 
is to see at least a few people 
propped upright in one chair or in 
two, with their legs on the second, 
or semi-reclining in canvas deck 
chairs. Everyone in the concert 
hall seemed to have mattresses to 
lie on. The people were not un- 
dressed. You could see that from 
parts of them that were uncovered. 
The air was good. 

When we got up on to the streets 
I told Murrow I was interested in 
shelters and the next night planned 
to do the rounds.

Into Special Deep Bomb Shelters

Last night I visited two London 
boroughs to see what improvements 
had been made. Both are densely 
populated, over-crowded boroughs 
in the East End. One has the best 
shelter in London, the other the 
worst. There have been improve- 
ments, but they are such that the 
only conclusion to be reached is 
that the Government has put into 
effective palliative measurgs which 
do not even go half way toward 
meeting the problem. In some sec- 
tions of the East End local officials 
and doctors frankly describe the 
Government measures as “white 
washing.” 

On the public health questions 
one doctor said that instead of 
remedying conditions in the shel- 
ters so as to eliminate the causes 
of disease, the Government is tak- 
ing trifling steps to meet epidem- 
ics which might occur.

os HE essence of democracy is not

After joining in the fight 
to establish the CIO, he returned to the AFL for 
the sake of unity and after getting a firm promise 
that the Federation would purge itself of muscle- 
men. If the shrewd little leader of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers dreamed of a new and 
better labor organization, he certainly woke up in 
the lion’s den. And to make sure that he realized 
this, he was actually punched in the face. 

He was the author of a strong anti-racket reso- 
lution, but had to consent to its being watered down 
to a pious platitude. For a brief moment there was 
the hope that he and William L. McFetridge, suc- 
cessor to George Scalise as head of the Building 
Service Employes and a good house-cleaner in that 
union, would take the fight to the floor of the con- 
vention.

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NAZI REPRESENTATIVES IN AMERICA. 

Joseph Alsop and Robert Kintner devoted their 
column recently to discussing abhses of privilege 
by German and Italian diplomatic and consular offi- 
cials in this country, and the inability of Washing- 
ton authorities to agree on what should be done 
about the matter. Certainly a working basis for 
elimination of conflicts should soon be achieved by 
the Dies investigators, the FBI and the State De- 
partment, for there are many indications that these 
offices are being used as cerfters of activity harmful 
to this country.

That was never really done inthe AFL, It’s a long 
story and an old story of how the Federation— 
through its conventions or its Executive Council— 
tried from time to time to settle jurisdictional wars 
and other troubles among its affiliates. Everybody 
in St. Louis knows about that squabble at Anheuser- 
Busch that goes on year in and year out. The Fed- 
eration has issued decrees, but it has never been 
able to get them accepted by its stronger members. 
AFL matters of this nature have invariably been 
settled on a basis of sheer power, of convention votes 
—and more than once votes have been bought by 
the simple device of paying a per capita tax in excess 
of that warranted by the membership of an in- 
ternational. The Executive Council, despite the 
public speeches of William Green, long ago showed 
itself to be completely wedded to this way of things. 

Dubinsky, McFetridge and all the other responsible 
leaders in the AFL should have learned by now that 
there is little hope for them at a convention. They 
are up against a virtually unbeatable system. The 
hope for ridding the AFL of racketeers lies in the 
individual unions. In the rotten ones, there must 
be a rank-and-file revolt such as that of the St. Louis 
movie operators against John Nick. Decent unions 
can, of course, be of great help in such cases. By 
working this way—from the bottom, rather than 
from the top—much may be accomplished. 

Meanwhile, the racketeers are still with the 
AFL. Their wrists have been slapped, but their 
wings have not been clipped.

Perhaps the conflicts and cross-purposes of the 
anti-subversion campaign will be ironed out, now 
that the’ President has sent Representative Dies a 
telegram plainly setting forth the essentials of the 
situation. The statement will serve a highly useful 
purpose if it succeeds in reminding Mr. Dies that 
his committee is a legislative undertaking, looking 
to recommendations for new laws, and not primarily 
a sleuthing or punitive enterprise. The committee 
chairman seems to have forgotten this. 

There is unanimity on one point by all concerned: 
everyone opposes subversive activities, whether by 
foreign agents of any variety or by native undesir- 


ables, and.everyone wants them stopped. But when 


Mr, Dies’ committee blunderingly interferes with the 
work of the FBI, as has happened, and when it em- 
barrasses the State Department, as has also occurred, 
it is time to straighten matters out. Mr. Roosevelt 
is dead right in pointing out the distinction between 
the duties of the legislative and executive branches. 
If Mr. Dies now sees the distinction, and ceases the 
activities that have handicapped the work of other 
agencies, harmony will be restored.® 

Mr. Dies has commanded headlines for more than 
two years with his investigations. He has. often 
been criticised, but his mistakes will be generally 
forgiven if his inquiry does at last produce effective

This week saw 103 St. Louisans, the officers and 
men of Battery A, 128th Field Artillery of the Mis- 
souri National Guard, inducted into Federal service, 
to leave shortly for a year’s intensive training.

Let us hope for our first contingent of 
248, and the others to follow, that the very crea- 
tion of a powerful national fighting force will be 
enough to warn off any potential aggressor, and 


military skill they are about to acquire. Let us 
hope that they return from their training with hardy 
bodies and hopeful spirits, to take their places among 
the gainfully employed of a tranquil society. 

The city is proud of these guardsmen and soldiers- 
to-be. Good luck and happy landings! 
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GOVERNMENT BY ASSASSINATION. 

The execution of 64 political prisoners by Ru- 
mania’s Iron Guard is the latest evidence that dic- 
tatorial government means rule by murder. Every 
one of Europe’s tyrants—Hitler, Stalin, Mussolini, 
Franco—has engaged in wholesale killings of his 
opponents. France has accepted dictatorial forms, 
and a purge of the wartime Government’s members 
is being organized. When Carol of Rumania tried 
to be his country’s “strong man,” he had a group 
of his Iron Guard opponents shot to death, and the 
present massacre is in reprisal for that episode. One 
atrocity thus begets another, and always a more 
horrible one. 

The dictators take delight in taunting the democ- 
racies for their so-called “inefficiency.” Certainly 
they will never understand how two factions in a 
democratic country can compose their differences 
without extermination of the losing group’s leaders. 
They cannot understand how the party out of power 
can become a valued aid and a useful critic to the 
group that controls the government. They can grasp 
no idea of.unity except that imposed by the firing 
squad. Free discussion, good sportsmanship, hu- 
manitarianism are beyond their comprehension. By 
their bloody standards, acceptance of these ideals 
necessarily means “inefficiency.” 

Slaughter houses are efficient, too, and graveyards 
are peaceful. 
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WHEN DEBATE WAS A PARTICULAR NEED. 

Senator Barkley, who occupies the post of major- 
ity leader in the upper branch of Congress, com- 
mitted a double blunder in announcing ready for a 
vote on the Logan-Walter bill when he did. He 
caused a roll call when many votes to beat this 
unsound measure were missing from the Senate. 
But more important than that, he caused a vote 
before the Senate had debated the Dill. 

Only a matter of hours before, the Senate had 
voted to take it up. Between that action and a 
vote on passage should have come an educational 
debate with the opinions of both sides going out to 
the country so people might be informed as to the 
arguments for the bill and those against it. 

Thanks to Barkley’s bungling mismanagement, the 
bill is now passed, and passed without debate in 
either chamber as to what it really provides and 
what can be done under it to hamstring adminis- 
trative procedure. One of Congress’ most important 
functions, that of a popular educator, was deliberate- 
ly forfeited when it was sorely needed. 

Is it too much to hope that the administration 
will obtain the services of a majority leader who is 
at least alert?

When the Drafted Men Come Home 


"=| Departure of young Americans for year’s training does not mean 
their entry into undemocratic system, editor says; views service as 
means for fitting citizens for tasks they will be called on to per- 
form at home; army instructors charged with serious responsibility.

YOUNG friend of ours in the Middle 
West has suddenly become aware that 
he is likely to be hauled off to a train- 
ing camp to spend a year learning the rudi- 
ments of soldiering. He is 100 per cent will- 
ing to do his part, sees the necessity of train- 
ing young men to meet the requirements 
national defense, but is scared at the pros- 
pect of what comes after the year’s service. 

It seems that on Armistice day, he was 
in the company of four men who were in the 
1917-18 fracas, Two of them were overseas, 
two spent all of their time in camps on this 
side. All of them agreed that their time in 
the army was a total waste, so far as their 
life’s work was concerned; all of them also 
told him it took them one to three years to 
readjust themselves to civilian life after 
their discharge from the service. 

So our friend is worrying lest,a year’s 
training “will leave many of us young men 
who are in the draft well equipped for every- 
thing but leading our United States into a 
greater future.” 

In all candor, we doubt that the situations 
are comparable. Enlistment and draft in 
1917-18 were moving in the fervor of actual 
war; today, they are in preparation for a 
shadowy menace which will probably never 
materialize into the form of an enemy land- 
ing in the St. Lawrence, the Delaware, or 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

It is to be hoped that it never will, but 
that same consideration is going to have 
a strong influence on the morale of young 
men taken from civil life just as they are 
starting their careers. 

. . s 


The new army’s problems of morale are 
likely to be much more difficult than those 
of the 1917 army. Fundamentally, the mili- 
tary authorities are going to have to clear 
the hurdle that seems to be present in our 
friend's letter. That is the resentment of 
young men at being drawn from useful civil 
life to training for an objective which many 
of them will not be able to visualize on their 
own power. They are of a generation which 
has been schooled against being part of an- 
other expeditionary force, against war in 
any form, anywhere. 

The problems of training are going to be 
terrific. The average man of 21-35 (and 
most of them are more likely to be nearer 
21 than 35) can learn enough close order 
drill to march well within 60 days of the 
start of his training. What then? Some 
will undoubtedly be advanced to specialized 
training. It will require plenty of knowledge 
of human nature and teaching skill to keep 
their spirits high. 

Much of the success of the program, it 
seems to us, will rest upon the judgment of 
the medical officers who pass men at the 
induction centers. If low standards are 
used, in order to distribute service as widely 
as possible, there is the possibility, even 
the probability of inducting men incapable 
of bearing either the physical, the mental, 
or the spiritual burdens of intensive train- 
ing. A few neurotics can ruin the morale 
of a company more quickly than an epi- 
demic of contagious disease. 

Nervous cripples are more of a handicap 
to an army in training or in the field than 
men whose feet can't stand a long march, 
because they can disrupt an entire training 
schedule, cause discontent with discipline, 
with food, with housing quarters, Such 
cases are likely to be a life-long burden on 


i hospital facilities and on the taxpayers, but |

even worse, their influence is likely to be 
effective on the minds of “normal” men and 
to make the readjustment of the latter to 
civil life more difficult than it ought to be. 

We believe that the army authorities are 
fully aware of that, and will do everything 
possible to minimize the danger. There is 
a closer degree of co-operation between all 
branches of the Government service and 
the medical profession than there has ever 
been before, and the main objective now 
seems to be an army that will represent the 
cream of the nation’s physical fitness. 

That is as it should be, but it isn’t all. 
Soon or late, the men in charge of this 
training schedule will realize that more than 
military doctrines and techniques must be 
given to these young men to keep them fit 
for a return to civil activities, and to assure 
their continued support of the program after 
their year’s active duty is over. 

If these men, maybe 900,000 of them, come 
back to civil life after a year with tales of 
inefficiency, or martinet discipline, or slov- 
enly cooking, of wasted hours, they may stir 
up such a smell as Uncle Sam has never 
before suffered. This sort of army is abso- 
lutely new to this country; it is, in fact, 
new in the world, 

+ . « 

These boys aren't being drilled to march 
up to the mouth of a cannon or a machine 
gun battery and to attempt to overwhelm 
it by numbers. They can’t be mechanical 
robots, merely carrying out orders from an 
unseen commander. Each one of them, 
from the lowest private, has to have qualities 
that were demanded only of commissioned 
officers in oldtime wars—initiative, quick 
perception, ability to decide quickly the best 
alternative of all those presented, as well 
as skill with his weapons. 

Tradition requires distinction between of- 
ficer and man, but in a modern streamlined 
army, @here cannot be the gulf that pre- 
vailed in old-fashioned peacetime forces. 
These men are not cannon fodder, for if 
the lessons of the last year mean anything, 
it is that men must be conserved by using 
as few of them as possible and delivering 
enhanced fire power by improved weapons. 
That requires men who know the art of 
war; it also requires education in other than 
military techniques. 

We don’t believe that our friend need 
fear that his year in the army, provided he 
is called, will in any way unfit him for 
future leadership in America, because we 
have faith in the way in which the training 
task has been tackled to date. This is going 
to be a genuinely democratic army, we hope, 
with officers and men aware of what they 
want to do, enthusiastic in its doing, realiz- 
ing that they are performing a patriotic 
duty and keeping the same enthusiasm alive 
among those in their home communities, 

Whether the draft experiment succeeds or 
fails will depend largely upon how well the 
army and National Guard instructors realize 
that they are doing much more than teach- 
ing the nomenclature and operation of 
weapons, minor tactics and military discip- 
line. They are wielding an influence on a 
million young men a year at a time when 
that influence will have ineradicable effects.

Time for a Real Estate Deal

ORD LOTHIAN, flying back from Lon- 
don, announces that England is near the 
end of her financial rope. England, in other 
words, will soon be unable to buy American 
planes and oil and guns. 
If England is denied American supplies, 
she will lose the war. ‘THere is no question 
about that. There is also no questioning the 
desire of the American people for a British 
victory. 
So, what to do? 
Repeal the Johnson Act and amend the 
Neutrality Act, so England can float loans 
in this country? Ask your banker how much 
money England in her present danger could 
borrow from the banks and investors of 
this country! Much as we hope for and 
look for her eventual victory, she is still— 
from a strictly business viewpoint—a bad 
risk. 
Let our Government lend to her? Well 
—she still owes our Government better than 
five billions from the last war, and any 
schoolboy knows we'll never see that money 
again. Surely those World War loans 
brought us enough hatred—enough “Uncle 
Shylock” stuff—to warn us off that unpleas- 
ant path. 

Well then, what? 

It seems to us the time has arrived for 
the British to sell some real estate. 


England has certain territorial possessions 
in the New World. They are of little value 
to her, strategically or economically. They 
have an immense potential value to the 
United States as bastions in the defense of 
this hemisphere. That much has already 
been recognized in the destroyers-for-bases 
deal, whereby we acquired on 99-year leases 
the right to establish naval and air stations 
in eight British possessions in this hemi- 
sphere. 

It seems to us that the practical thing 
to do now, in England’s emergency, is for 
us to buy her Caribbean possessions and 
Bermuda outright—ana the French and 
Dutch colonies as well, although these pre- 
sent more complicated problems. 

It is to the interest of all American repub- 
lics that these holdings be acquired in fee 
simple, so that questions of rights and s0v- 
ereignty will not be revived at the end of @ 
99-year lease. What the Americas want 1s 
for European flags in this hemisphere to be 
hauled down for all time. 


If the United States paid the full price, 
the possessions could be governed as terTi 
tories—like Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands 
and Hawaii. If other American republics 
came in on the deal, government could be 
set up under a Pan-American mandate. 

We may have to pay a steep price for this 
real estate, which, economically speaking, 
consists of so many acres of mountains 
and swamps and slums and unemployment, 
with only an occasional oi) field and resort 
town and banana plantation on the asset 
side of the ledger. But as the price of & 
permanent protective screen of bases under 
the American flag, safeguarding from & 
covetous world the Panama Canal and the 
Gulf of Mexico and a Northern South Amer 
ica, it might not be excessive. Nor too 
high when compared to the cost of building 
and maintaining enough naval vessels to 
give comparable protection. 

And—such a deal would provide England 
with credits, preventing interruption of our 
supply of weapons against Hitler.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. 

HE singular formlessness of 
T organization is what most 

strikes the serious investigator 
of the American air production pro- 
gram. British air production has 
been improved and maintained 
under desperately difficult condi- 
tions, by close co-ordination of the 
British air industry under the dy- 
namic leadership of Lord Beaver- 
brook. 


Yet the agencies in charge of 
American air production are far 
too loosely co-ordinated themselves 
to attempt to co-ordinate the in- 
dustry they are working with. And 
because of this loose organization, 
and of the failure to fix final au- 
thority and responsibility, real lead- 
ership is beyond the power of any 
individual, even of so commanding 
a figure as William S. Knudsen. 
The system is roughly as follows: 


Authority and responsibility are 
primarily divided between the army 
and navy procurement divisions and 
the defense advisory commission. 
Contrary to the general assumption, 
the army and navy procurement 
divisions still retain most of the 
initiative and power, deciding what 
shall be ordered, negotiating con- 
tracts, and checking on the con- 
tracts’ execution. During the period 
when orders were being placed, the 
defense commission went beyond 
it advisory function and did much 
of the actual work. Now, however, 
the commission is more strictly 
liimted to giving advice, especially 
as to methods for speeding up pro- 
duction. 


Treasury Is Mediator. 

HE Defense Commission also 
T has certain special powers, such 
as its control of priorities. The 
Treasury enters the picture both 
as the mediator between British 
purchasers and the defense services, 
and as the Judge of tax problems. 
The R. F. C, has considerable power 
over the financing of plant expan- 
sions, and there are other, minor 
fingers in the pie. Then within 
the industry, the air plants have 
been divided between the army and 
navy, Pratt and Whitney to the 
navy, Curtiss-Wright to army, and 
so on. Finally, in the Defense 
Commission, the only place where 
all these dispersed authorities might 
conceivably be headed up, there is 
no one to handle air production 
problems but Knudsen himself, two 
assistants and a minuscule staff. 

Some hints of the results of this 
situation are to be found in a se- 
ries of odd items of information 
gathered in the various agencies 
involved. 


Item 1: Since last May a small 
western factory with 150 excellent 
machine tools has been advertising 
in aviation magazines, beseeching 
help from Knitdsen’s assistants, 
and canvassing air plant purchas- 
ing departments in order to ob- 
tain aviation sub-contracts. Knud- 
sen’s assistants have tried to help. 
But like the British before them, 
most of our air plants have pre- 
ferred to rely’on their accustomed 
suppliers for additional orders. The 


as machine mg have ordered 
ones, creating a ve ma- 
chine tool bottleneck. Meanwhite 
the small mid-western plant has 
gone without work. In the opinion 
of at least one highly qualified ex- 
pert, there are enough other small 
plants of the same sort to avoid 
a machine tool bottleneck if the 
British system of co-ordinating ma- 
chine tool use is instituted. 

Item 2: Production of one of 
the navy’s most important planes, 
the flying boat, was gravely de- 
layed by a sub-contract for 
wings entered into between Consol- 
idated, which makes the flying 
boats in San Diego, and Brewster 
in Newark. The finished wings 
had to be transported over a vast 
distance. Brewster also fell be- 
hind in its work. The management 
of Brewster was persuaded to seek 
aid from George Chapline, a pro- 
duction man brought in from Cur- 
tiss-Wright. But Reuben Fleet, the 
patriarchal head of Consolidated, 
fought the navy bitterly during the 
straightening out of the sub-con- 
‘tract, and is stil] conducting a de- 
termined rear-guard action against 
change of almost any sort. A typ- 
cial incident was the _ prolonged, 
embittered debate which arose 
when the navy asked Fleet to in- 
stall a fire-sprinkler system to pro- 
tect the crucially important unfin- 
ished planes in his plant. 

Item 3: Fleet and other West 
Coast manufacturers some days 
ago sent frantic appeals to both 
army and navy, warning that they 
would be next on the lost if the 
Vultee strike were successful. Yet 
one of the highest officials in 
charge of plane procurement con- 
fessed only yesterday that “no uni- 
form policy in labor matters has 
been discussed” between the two 
departments. 


Long Term Plan. 


UCH are the inevitable penal- 
S ties of the situation now pre- 

vailing. It has also had its 
bright side. For one thing, despite 
the complexities of their relation- 
ship, the Government agencies 
managed to use the period of com- 
parative calm to work out an in- 
telligent long term plan. For an- 
other, the men of the aviation in- 
dustry have shown none of the 
stodginess which originally  af- 
flicted some of their British col- 
leagues. They can boast a good 
many such achievements as Pratt 
& Whitney’s increase from a 
monthly output of 100,000 horse- 
power of combat engines to 1,000,- 
000 horsepower. 

The trouble is, the Government's 
long term plan now being carried 
out by the industry calls for a pro- 
duction of only 1800 planes a 
month by the middle of next sum- 
mer? and 3000 a month by April 
1942. And the war crisis, unfortu- 
nately, will not wait on long term 
plans. It will come in April, 1941, 
not April, 1942. The question thus 
arises whether a leading figure in

CONGRESSMAN SHY 
EDUCATORS URGE WAR 


Woodruff Tells of Letter Ad- 
vocating More Ships and 
Planes for Britain. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Representative Woodruff (Rep.), 
Michigan, said today he had re 
ceived a letter indicating that “men 
who are high in the educational 
circles of Michigan” were part of 
a propaganda campaign to involve 
the United States “immediately 
and actively” in war. 

‘It is not necessary to name 
them in these comments,” Wood- 
ruff said in a statement, “because 
it is obvious they are part of a 
nation-wide propaganda campaign.” 


He said the iIetter was part of 
a campaign by the William Allen 
White “Committee to Defend Amer- 
ica by Aiding the Allies.” 

The letter urged repeal of the 
Neutrality Act and proposed that 
the United States immediately take 
over convoying of all ships to Eng- 
lish ports. 

Woodruff called attention also to 
a paragraph which said “it is my 
hope that you and other Repre- 
sentatives from Michigan do every- 
thing in your power that England 
and the British commonwealth re- 
ceive all material, planes and bat- 
tleships that are needed to the end 
that this war may be kept going 
by England until we are ready to 
step in there and finish off the 
Axis Powers.”

(AP).—William H. Hobbs, Univer-

HAM SLICES DELICIOUS 
AND EASY TO COOK 


Broiled or Braised It Makes 
Substantial Dish for Varied 
Occasion. 


A center slice of smoked ham is 
one of the most popular of meat 
dishes, both because of its goodness 
and because it is easy to prepare. 
This cut is oval in shape and has a 
rim of white fat and a small round 
bone. There is almost no waste in 
this cut, which makes it an econom- 
ioal buy. The slice can be cut thin 
or thick, as you prefer. Thin slices 
can be quickly cooked by broiling 
or pan-broiling. Braising, that is, 


cooking in moist heat, is the meth- 
od best suited for a thick slice. 

Besides the slices cut across the 
‘center part of a whole ham, there 
lare the ham slices cut from the butt 
end. The thrifty homemaker may 
‘find it to her advantage to buy the 
‘butt end of ham and to have it cut 
‘into two pieces. One piece, con- 
Itaining the aitch bone, can. be 
cooked with vegetables. The other 
piece can be cut into single or 
double slices which have much the 
appearance of the center cut slices 
and can be prepared and served in 
the same way. 

Broiled Ham Slice. 

Place ham slice on the broiler 
rack far enough from the source of 
heat so that by the time one side is 
nicely browned, the meat will be 
cooked half way through. For a 
slice one inch thick this is a dis- 
tance of about three inches in the 
average broiler when the heat is 
turned on high. When one side is 
browned, turn and broil the second 
‘side. Allow about 30 minutes for 
|broiling a ham slice one inch thick; 
'20 minutes for a slice one-half inch 
‘thick and 10 minutes for a thin 
slice. 


Panbroiled Ham Slice. 

To panbroil a ham slice, brown it 
on both sides in a hot skillet, then 
cook slowly until done, turning fre- 
quently. Pour off the fat as it ac- 
cumulates. 

Make a gravy by adding milk to 
a small amount of fat left in the 
pan and thickening this with flour. 

Ham slices cooked in milk are ea- 
pecially good. Here is a delicious 
blend of flavors: 

Braised Ham Slices. 

Two slices smoked ham, 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

Two teaspoons dry mustard. 

Two teaspoons water. 

Ong and one-half cups milk. 

Two center cut slices of ham, ur 
i'two double slices from the ham 
‘butt, each three-quarters of an inch 
thick, can be used for this. Com- 
bine flour, sugar, mustard and wa- 
ter and spread over one slice. Cov- 
er with the second slice. Place the 
meat in a baking dish. Add milk, 
cover and cook in a moderate oven 
(300 degrees) for two hours, or until 
tender. 

A very special way to serve a 
ham slice is on a plank or fireproof 
platter. 


Planked Ham Slice. 

One thick slice ham, 

Six slices pineapple. 

Mashed sweet potatoes. 

Cauliflower. flowerets. 

Set oven regulator to “broil.” Cut 
the fat edge of ham slice in several 
places, Place ham slice on the broil- 
er rack so that the top surface is 
about three inches from the source 
of heat. When the top side is nicely 
browned, turn and let brown on the 
second side. When almost done, 
place on a wooden plank or. fire- 
proof platter. Arrange pineapple 
slices around the hams, alternating 
with cauliflower flowerets. Border 
with mashed sweet potatoes forced 
through a pastry tube. Dét sweet 
potatoes and cauyliflower with but- 
ae and return to the oven to finish 
‘broiling the ham slice and brown 
Ithe cauliflower and sweet potatoes. 


USE CRISP POPOVERS AS 
CASES FOR CREAMED FOODS 


Popovers, properly made, may be 
split open and used as patty shells 
to hold creamed chicken, sea foods 
or other creamed foods. They are 
delicate and tender and cut easily. 

Popovers. 


Two eggs. 

One-half cup irradiated evaporat- 
ed milk. 

One-half cup water. 

One tablespoon melted butter. 

One cup flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Beat eggs. Add milk, water and 
butter. Sift flour, then measure. 
Resift with salt into first mixture. 
Beat until smooth. Pour into well 
greased muffin tins. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees F.) 15 min- 
utes, then reduce to moderate oven 
(350 degrees) to finish baking. 
About 35 minutes are required for 
baking. Yield: ,i2 popovers.

Kentucky Cream. 

One tablespoon currants. 

One cup milk, scalded. 

One egg yolk, well beaten. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Three tablespoons sherry wine. 

One tablespoon finely chopped 
citron. 

One-fourth cup chopped blanched 
almonds, 

One-half cup 
serves, 

One egg white, unbeaten. 

One-half cup heavy 
whipped. 

Soften currants in hot water 15 
minutes; drain.

AFL Not Exempt From Anti-Trust

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).—

asserted today that the Justice De-

“The anti-trust division,” he said 
in a statement, “will continue to 
prosecute impartially those who 
violate the Sherman Act, whether 
they belong to business, agricul- 
tural, professional or labor organi- 
zations.”

bond today following his arrest last 
night at the request of Fire Chief 
Lawrence C. Cornoyer for interfer- 
ing with firemen called to fight a 
fire in Dr. Nelson’s 17-room resi- 


dence and office at 1 Beverly place. 
Firemen, responding to an alarm 
telephoned at 8 o’clock by a maid,

= |\way upstairs, sought to take a hose 


away from thém and use it himself 
and otherwise impeded their work. 
The fire fighters said they were 
told that Dr. Nelson threw buckets 
of water on the blaze before they 
got there and when they reached 
the third floor, where the fire had 
started in a closet, the heat was so 
intense they were forced to crawl 
on the floor. , 
Chief Cornoyer, responding to a 
second alarm, told reporters that 
Dr. Nelson was “running around 
and appeared highly excited. The 
chief said he directed the removal 
of a woman patient, who was in 
bed on the second floor, but coun- 
termanded the order when Dr. Nel- 
son protested vigorously that the 
woman was seriously ill and could 
not be moved. 

Cornoyer described the third floor 
of the house as a “cell,” where the 
windows are covered with a heavy 
wire mesh and there is a bed fas- 
tened to the floor and equipped 
with straps, apparently for the re- 
straint of mental patients. The 
fire, which burned through part of 
the roof, caused damage estimated 
at $1250. 

After being booked to appear in 
Police Court next Monday, Dr. Nel- 
son was released on $500 bond.

MONG the points brought to 
A light by the recent self-rating 

examination is the fact that 
vast numbers of bridge players nev- 
er have even heard about certain 
partnership conventions. A case 
in point was question 22. 

You are East, defending against 
a three no trump contract. (Your 
side did not bid.) Your partner 
diamond ace. Dummy 
comes down with the 63 of dia- 
monds; you hold the J-8-2. What 
card do you play, and why? 

The answer was “the diamond 
jack,” and I went on to say that 
when in defense of a no trump con- 
tract partner leads the ace of a 
suit not previously bid by you, your 
correct conventional follow-suit 
play is your highest card in that 
suit. There are sound reasons for 
this, as may be seen by referring 
to “Today’s Hand,” below, which 
was the original inspiration of this 
question. Most of the examinees 
compromised by playing the eight 
spot “as an encouraging card.”

As noted above, this deal was the 
inspiration for question 22 of the re- 
cent self-rating examination. The 
deal occurred in a rubber bridge 
game at a New York club. The West 
player was a nationally known mas- 
ter. His partner was an “average” 
player. 

West opened the diamond ace 
against the three no trump contract. 
East followed suit with the eight 
spot, declarer with the fi.e. There- 
upon, West went into a huddle that 
lasted several moments, and finally 
wrecked his own ship by shifting 
to a srade. Declarer joyfully col- 
lected the rest of the tricks. 


Now, West is not the type of play- 
er who blindly “trusts” every type 
of partner to know all standard 
conventions and abide by them. He 
was fully aware that East might 
have three diamonds and that, con- 
sequently, it might be easy to pick 
up declarer’s diamonds whether or 
not they” included the jack. The 
point is, however, that East’s eight 
spot created a problem where none 
actually existed. Without definite 
knowledge about the location of the 
diamond jack, or about the respec- 
tive lengtus of East’s and dclarer’s 
diamond holdings, West had to 
guess whether to continue dia- 
monds or to place East with the 
spade ace (declarer with the K Q 
10 x of spades), which would per- 
mit a diamond lead through de- 
clarer to West’s K-Q-10 tenace. In 
other words, declarer might well 
have had the J 7 5 2 of diamonds 
and East the 9-8, which would make 
a diamond continuation by West 
fatal. (I hope no one will point out 
that West originally cculd have led 
his fourth highest diamond. Ob- 
viously, that lead would have 
worked, but suppose South had 
held the J x x, or even the J x 
of diamonds!) 


Whether or not you would have 
solved West’s problem correctly, is 
not to the point. The fact is that 
this West was an excellent player 
If he could go wrong, so can a 
great many others, and thix mere- 
ly proves the need for a conven- 
tion.such as the play o- the high- 
est card on the opening lead of 
an ace.

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She Can Keep a Secret

NEW YORK, Nov. 27. 

OMANTIC citizens who pic- 
R ture life in the White House as 

a continuous bowl of cherries 
should talk with Marguerite Le- 
hand, confidential secretary to 
President Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt. 

“IT can stand another term if the 
President can,” she said with some- 
thing between a laugh and a sigh, 
just before her departure for 
Washington, D. C. 

As the President’s “right hand 
man,” Miss Lehand has already 
lived eight years in the executive 
mansion and has four more to go. 
This tall, slim woman, who has 
been part and parcel of the Roose- 
velt clan for 20 years, says she can 
stand the dramatic, exciting and 
heavy responsibilities, the long and 
irregular hours and the all night 
sessions during a world crisis if he 
can, and she believes he can stand 
anything. 

For 20 years she has enjoyed the 
excitement and hubbub of life with 
one of the liveliest families in 
America. 

“Ever since Johnny (the Presi- 
dent’s youngest son) was so high,” 
this one-time Boston woman said, 
measuring about two feet from the 
floor. 

But occasionally even a presi- 
dential secretary likes to get away 
from the best job in the world. 
She has been enjoying a rare vaca- 
tion in New York. She has done 
all the things a woman loves to do 
in New York: Shop, see the 
shows, dine with friends and tour 
the New York night clubs. 

x *« * 

SHE DID HER own Christmas 
shopping here, but not the Presi- 
dent's. Mr. Roosevelt intrusts his 
Christmas purchases to his wife, 
not his secretary, Miss Lehand said. 
All in all, Miss Lehand, who loves 
to dance and go to parties and who 
looks swell in evening clothes, had 
herself a time. 

But she was eager to get back 
to work. Probably no secretarial 
job in the world is more important 
than hers. Miss Lehand, whom 
all the Roosevelts, including the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt, call 
“Missy,” is privy to national 
and international secrets of the ut- 
most import. But this woman with 
the rose leaf skin and complexion, 
the curly, prematurely gray hair 
and the huge, deep blue eyes, com- 
parable only to the Duchess of 
Windsor’s, is the woman who can 
keep a secret! 

“My work is interesting,” she 
said with a discreet and amused 
smile. And very hard, she might 
well have added, although she didn’t, 
When she goes to bed at night in 
her pleasant suite on the third floor 
of the White House, Miss Lehand 
never has any assurance of an un- 
broken night's rest. If matters of 
tremendous import, either national 
or international, occur during the 
night, the President must be in- 
formed. 


BUT THE PRESIDENT is never 
called directly. The operator on the 
White House switchboard first calls 
Miss Lehand. If the message and 
the person calling warrant it, Miss 
Lehand then gives the White House 
operator permission to ring the 
phone in Mr. Roosevelt's room. 

At the time of the declaration of 
the European war a year ago last 
September, the President worked 
all night, and so did Miss Lehand. 
The following day, she now recalls 
in her gay and animated way, Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull and 
Under-Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles came to confer with the 
President at 4 p. m. 
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MISS MARGUERITE LEHAND, CON- 
FIDENTIAL SECRETARY TO THE 
PRESIDENT. 


Miss Lehand nodded and politely 
said “Good morning, Mr. Secretary,” 
to each. An assistant reminded her 
that it was late afternoon. When 
the two men exited after seeing 
Mr. Roosevelt she murmured an 
apology. 

“Did you really say ‘good morn- 
ing?’” asked Secretary Hull, glassy- 
eyed with fatigue. “I honestly 
wouldn’t know!” 

The President is “very agree- 
able” to work for, his confidential 
secretary says. All the President’s 
personal and private mail, averag- 
ing 150 letters a day, are handled 
by this gracious, charming woman. 
Of these 150 letters, the President 
never sees more than one-third to 
one-half. The efficient Miss Le- 
hand answers the others without 
troubling the boss. Members of 
his family and close friends always 
address all personal letters to the 
President to Miss Lehand. Mrs. 
Roosevelt always writes in the cor- 
ner “For F. D. R.” Such letters go 
unopened to Mr. Roosevelt. 

- = 

THE VAST BULK of the mail is 
sorted and opened by the regular 
White House staff, whose efficien- 
cy is greatly admired by the Presi- 
dent’s secretary. After the recent 
election, Miss Lehand personally 
read between 7000 and 8000 tele- 
grams sent to Mr. Roosevelt. 

“T even read them after work- 
ing hours,” she said. “I was curi- 
ous to see what people really felt. 
With the exception of a half dozen, 
they were all very friendly, even 
those from persons who said they 
had voted for Mr. Willkie. I was 
most impressed by this.” 

Every telegram and letter re- 
ceived by the President is an- 
swered if the secretariat can find 
an address. 

Ordinarily, Miss Lehand starts 
work at 10 a. m. Her day should 
end at 6:30 p. m. At 7:30 p. m., 
she dines with the Roosevelt fam- 
ily. There are almost always a few 
guests, particularly if Mrs. Roose- 
velt is home. 

When asked if dinners were al- 
ways on time at the White House, 
Miss Lehand laughed aloud. 

“Yes, indeed. Dinner is always 
on time, but very often we're not!”

De a baby’s eyes change color 
after nine months old? ~ 


‘The color of the eyes depends 
upon pigment and pigment is de- 
posited in the body relatively late 
in life. Most babies are born with 
blue eyes and in proportion to the 
amount of pigment developed, the 
eyes become darker with varying 
shades of brown. There are prob- 
ably no absolutely black eyes. 
Among the white races, few ba- 
ybies are born with brown eyes. 


What is tie dinturenee between 
tea which comes from China and 
Ceylon? Is it true that Ceylon 
teas have so much tannin that 
they should be avoided when eat- 
ing meat on account of the tanning 
effect of the acid? 


Chinese teas are classified with 
reference to the age and position 
of the leaf on the shoot. The leaves 
which are buds are called “pekoe 
tips”; the next leaves are the 
“orange pekoe” and “pekoe.” These 
produce a high grade of tea and 
the choicest teas are rarely found 
outside of China. The choice be- 
tween Chinese and Ceylon teas is 
largely a matter of taste, the 
chemical differences being very 
slight and confined to the sub- 
stances which give aroma and fla- 
vor. Both green and black tea de- 
pend for their action on caffeine. 

The teas contain some tannin, 
but in the amount used for an or- 
dinary cup it is doubtful if the 
small variation would be of any 
importance, The idea that tannin 
in tea would act on meat in the 
stomach in the same way as tan- 
nin does on hides is unscientific. 

The preparation of tea leaves is 
really what makes the grade of tea. 
The fresh leaves do not have the 
aroma and other qualities which 
are developed by special treatment. 
The green tea is steamed and rap- 
idly dried by means of artificial 
heat, thus retaining the green col- 
or. Black tea is allowed to under- 
go fermentation by exposure to 
sunlight and is finally dried by 
heat, during which process occurs 
a gradual turn in color to brown or 
black. In this process some of the 
aromatic principles are volatilized 
and a portion of the tannin is de- 
stroyed.

Foot trouble in young children 
is usually not due to a relaxed 
longitudinal arch but due to a so- 
called knock ankle deformity. Flat 
foot in young children is quite 
rare.

“Didn't Marry Edward to Reform —— Sais Duchess, Who Wigeroualy Denies He Indulges to Excess

NASSAU, Nov. 27. 


HE best way to tell you the most 

dramatic climax of my visit to 

the Duke and Duchess of Wind- 
sor is to state what happened, with- 
out embellishment or dramatiza- 
tion. When I came to Nassau it 
never occurred to me that I might 
discuss with the Duke or the 
Duchess a rumor so current in the 
United States. During my long 
jcurney from Malibu Beach, Cal., 
where I live, to Nas au in the 
Bahrmas, it had naturally occupied 
much of my thoughts. 


When :;ou come to haow the 
Duke and Duchess you wilt find 
that their own honesty and good 
intention is such that nothing is 
hidden and they have no fears nor 
concealments except those which 
are part of their loyalty to the 
British Empire. So the day came 
when I found it right and within 
the bounds of propriety to bring up 
this much-discussed question con- 
nected with the Duke of Windsor, 
once Prince of Wales, once Ed- 
ward VIII. 


In that little, bare, white-washed 
office where the Duchess works, 
I said to her: 


“Do you realize that some peo- 
ple all over the world have come to 
believe that the Duke of Windsor 
is supposed to drink too much? Do 
you know that some people have 
somehow come to believe that this 
rumored dissipation has weakened 
him? They just believe that he— 
drinks too much.” 


The Duchess of Windsor looked 
at me and said, “Let us then con- 
sider this idea for a moment. It 
is, not, I will tell you, the ‘first 
time I have heard it. We have 
known of it before. Perhaps this 
is the right time for me to answer 
it; fully and forever. 

“Perhaps it is because I am an 
American—an American wife. In 
America, we face such libels hon- 
estly and so I feel it’right for me 
to do so now. I believe American 
women and wives will understand 
and support me. My husband has 
been attacked by a vicious untruth. 
He, according to tradition, may not 
speak for himself. He is English, 
and the English believe in ignoring 
such things. But you and I and 
all other American women, would 
speak, we would set forth the truth 
and destroy such a lie.” 


“I wish to say,” she told me di- 
rectly and honestly, “that I have 
never seen his royal highness un- 
der the influence of liquor. I dare- 
say when he was a boy he may 
have, as other boys did, tried his 
wings—many young British officers 
do that occasionally. But since I 
first knew him I have only seen 
him drink as a gentleman drinks— 
wine with his dinner, a cocktail

perhaps before dinner, though not 
always. A highball perhaps during 
the evening. 

“He never at any time takes a 
drink before 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning. That is a tradition in the 
British service—not to drink before 
sundown.

“I didn’t ‘reform’ him. I have 
heard it said often that the reason 
Great Britain was willing to put 
up with me in any role except that 
of Queen of England was because 
our friendship was supposed _ to 
have made him stop’ drinking. 

I deny it 
absolutely. It’s not true. There 
Was never any such problem. There 
never was afid is not now any such 
thing to consider.

EORGE V, whom the Prince of 
Wales served so faithfully for so 
many years, was the essence of 
all domestic virtues.

y his people for his exemplifica- 
tion of British family life, for his 
devotion to home, wife, children 
and the well-regulated existence of 
an English gentleman.

There were martinis and bacardi 
cocktails and Scotch—and His 
Royal Highness drank tomato juice. 
The Duchess is very sparing in both 
food and drink. She doesn’t take 
a cocktail—drinks wine with her 
dinner—and once late in the eve- 
ning had a very small highball. 
She skips rich dishes not because 
she is afraid of weight, but be- 
cause they don’t agree with her. 
But the Duke, who is very slim, is 
a hearty trencherman, he enjoys his 
food and the Duchess works out 
menus that will intrigue him.
